Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 07 
September 2006 has been entered.

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application is in condition for allowance in view of the amendments 
to claim 88, which recite that. the claimed monoclonal antibody is conjugated to a 
diagnostic agent or a cytotoxic agent. While Williams et al (Molecular Microbiology, 
27(1):171-186, 1998, previously cited on PTO-892 mailed 9/17/04) teach the 0IP5 
polypeptide, which is identical to the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:728, Williams et al state 
that the function of the 0IP5 polypeptide is unknown (see pg. 174, 2""^ column). Thus, 
there is no requisite motivation to target a diagnostic or cytotoxic agent to the 0IP5 
polypeptide using an antibody specific for SEQ ID NO:728 (i.e., the 0IP5 polypeptide). 
It is also noted that applicant's previously submitted declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 by 
Dr. Karen Jane Meyrick Morrison on 10/20/2005, demonstrates that the claimed 
polypeptide (SEQ ID NO:728) is expressed in prostate and lung cancer tissue.
